The communication from the Build- 
ers’ Exchange containing the ultima 
tum was received by the plasterers 
and was filed after a brief discussion 


No action will be taken by the men 
and the strike will continue. The 
master plasterers say they will now 


proceed to bring in non-union men to 
work on their contracts, and will 
have the endorsation of the Builders’ 
Exchange in this action.

AN ATTEMPTED ASSASSINATION, 

Havana, Oct. 28.—The attempted 
assination last night in front of the 
Palace of Major-General 
Pino Guerra, the commander-in-chief 
of the regular arms, has caused a 
profound impression and great excite-

ment, The general belief is that the 
crime was of a_ political character. 
The precise motive, however, is not 
clear, 


General Guerra is now in the mili 
tary hospital at Camp Colombi. His 
thigh bone ig shattered, but the condi- 
tion of the patient is favorable. The 
identity of his assailant is still doubt- 
ful. 

Immediately after the shooting the 
sentry at the entrance of Fuereza 
Castle, which is within 300 feet of the 
palace, stopped a man who desired 
to enter, demanding to see General 
Montiteagudo, chief of the rural guard, 
of which Fuerza is the headquarters. 
This man was handed over to the 
police. He proved to be Manuel 
Frerandez, a city patrolman, absent 
from duty without leave. He car- 
ried a revolver, which had not been 
discharged. He denied all know- 
ledge of the shooting. 

On being confronted by General 
Guera and a policeman who had been 


shot while going to the general's as- 
sistance, neither was able to identify 
him. A pistol, still hot, of which 
four chambers had been discharged, 


was found in the roadway in front of 


Fuerza Castle, is believed to have 
been thrown away by the prisoner. 
One theory concerning the crime is 
the assailant of General Guerra mis- 
took him for General Riva, chief of 
police, against whom the man now 


under arrest has a grudge.

Punished. 


Hamilton, Ont., Oct. 28.—Jacob Ra- 
cow, a Russian Jew, was fined $600 
today by Magistrate Jelfs for smug- 
«ling six of his countrymen into Can 
ada to work in Canada as tailors, 

The first attempt of the party to 
enter was a failure They were dis- 
covered in Toronto and shipped back 
to the States. Racow brought three 


of them in again from Rochester by 
rail, and smuggled the other three 
over by boat. 

The local Garmen Workers’ Union 


got the department at Ottawa to send 
a government inspector here, and he 
had Racow arrested.

Ottawa Man Buys All the Damaged 
Iron and Steel Work, 


Quebec, Oct. 28.—An important 
deal has just been consummated by 
which Mr, J. G. Kilt, of Ottawa, has 
acquired all the damaged iron and 
steel work of the demolished Quebec 
bridge. Mr. Kilt, who has been in 
Quebec for a few days, brought the 
transaction to a close with the Koeni,z 
Company, which has the contract for 
the removal of the scrap. The amount] 
paid for the steel work is said to be! 
more than $100,000, the whole amount 
already removed and that still to be 
removed from the river being pur- 
chased at sO much per ton. Mr, Kilt 
has already turned over his purchase 
at a large profit, it is said, and will 
begin shipping the metal to Montreal, 
Hamilton and Pennsylvania without 
delay.

* Rev. Cannon Tucker Declares Cath- 


olic Body is a Menace, to 


Government 
Winnipeg, Oct. 28—"One of the 
great dangers of our national life in 


Canada today is the aggressive pro- 
paganda of the Church of Rome. Any 
religious institution which attempts 
to interfere with politics always con- 


stitutes a danger, and when the 
Church of Rome goes along that line, 
in Canada as well as anywhere else, 
it is inclined to use political influ- 
ence for its own ends 

Spoken calmly, and with a full 
knowledge that it would reach the 


outside world, Rev. Canon Norman L. 
Tucker, one of the principal men ot 
the Anglican church in Canada, and 
one of the best orators in the coun- 
try, who has arrived in the city to 
address a series of meetings in con- 
nection with the Laymen’s Missionary 
movements, did not hesitate thus ‘to 
sum up his views last night on the 
subject of the activity of the Roman 
Catholic church in Canada 

‘So far the activities of 
Church of Rome are religious I 
tainly welcome them,” remarked the 
canon, “but speaking, not only a 
eburchman, but as a citizen as well, I 
believe that the Church of Rome is 
not conducive to freedom, and to the 
proper working of our political insti- 
tutions As religious institution I 
have the highest respect for the 
Reman church, and for its teachers, 
priests and missionaries 1 have the 
highest reverence, but the Roman 

hurch is too much a political insti- 
tution to please me religious in- 
stitution ought to be behind any gov- 
ernment When it gets such power 
there is a danger of its using it, not 
for the interests of the people, but 
for its own interests. I should cer- 
tainly oppose the Church of England 
if it should interfere in politics in 
the same way.” 

Purity Greatly Needed. 

As a prominent member of the ex- 
ecutive of the Moral and Social Re- 
form council of Canada, Canon Tuck- 
er's views on the segregation question 
in Winnipeg were of particular inter- | 
est. “In Canada there is a greater 
need for purity in all the departments 
our life,” he eaid. “Purity in 
politics is certainiy badly required. 
The franchise is » sacred thing, and 
the man who sells his vote sells his 
citizenship. Purity in social life, too, 
cannot be emphasized in too great a 
degree. I know that here in Winni- 
pes the segregation question has loom 
ed into great prominence. Well, 
frankly, I do not think segregation is | 
a remedy. Where segregation exists 
it is there you hear the people cry- 
ling out for an alteration. It is futile 
to sanction what legally cannot be 
sanctioned. In Vancouver there was 
a red light district, and a certain 
street was recognized as a place for 
dissolute women. Measures, however, 
were taken to deal with the evil, and 
the district has been eliminated by 
the action of the authorities I do 
not suppose though that prostitution 
has been totally eradicated. That I 
fear will remain in a small degree as

NEW FOOD STANDARDS. 


Order in Council Applies to Meat and 


Fish, 
Ottawa, Oct. 28——An order in coun- 
cll has been passed establishing new 
standards for meats and meat pro- 


ducts, including fish. This is the first 
installment of the new food standards 
now being established by the inland 
revenue department, with a view to 
securing a better basis for enforcing 
the law governing the adulteration of 


food products manufactured or plac- 
ed on sale in Canada 
New standards for milk and milk | 


products and for grain and grain pro 
ducte wil be promulgated shortly. Af- 
ter being advertised for thirty days in 
the Canada Gazette the new stand- 
ards will become operative, 

The regulations now promulgated 
affecting meat products are for the 
most of a technical nature, defining 
in precise form the government re- 
quirements as to constituent parts of 
various kinds of meats, meat extracta, 
lard, gelatine, etc. The new 
regulations will provide the depart- 
ment with definite pasis on which 
to go in determining whether or not 
meats and meat products placed on 
the market contain any foreign or 
injurious substances contrary to the

By June Ist, 1911, the date of e 
taking of the next Dominion census, t 
is expected that the population of Al- 
berta will have reached the 400,000 
nuark, ‘This is the Information hand- 
ed out by the publicity branch of 
Provincial Agricultural Departmont 
today, after a survey of the work of 
the department at the close of the 
first nine months o fits campaign, 

The swelling of the province's popu- 
ation to this figure will give the gov- 
ernment the right to demand an in- 


creased indemnity from the Dominton 
Government. 4 

The Provincial Government  eeti- 
mates that when the population of the 
province is increased to 400,000 the 
subsidies received from the Dominion 
Government will be increased by @ 
million dollars. 

At the formation of the provincé, 
with an estimated population of 250,- 
000, the annual subsidy In Neu of 
lunds, was $130,000 This cae 
together with other subsidies from 
various sources, brought the subsidy 
revenue of the province up to $1,264,- 
125 per annum, payable half-yearly. 

If the province shows the Increase 
it is expected to show after the next 
census in June, and the 400,000 matk 
is reached, the subsidy from the Do- 
minion Government fn lieu of lands 
will be increased by $140,000, maki 
a total of $270,000, and the to 
subsidies will be increased by a inil-, 
licn dollars, 

By the autonomy legislation ft ig 
provided that the subsidy from the 
Dominion Government in Heu of lands 
shall increase as population incresses,, 
by 80 cents per head up until the 
population re ches two million fvey 
hundred thousand. After the popu-. 
lation exceeds that number the ith 
crease will be at the rate of 60 cents
